ever to show that’ it. was intended that

of tho word “ merchandise.” It is peculiar 
as opposed to the more napural oxpression 
that the Chinese merchants should be enti- 
_ tled to convey the goods; and may bereason- 
ably taken to indicate, that the intention of 
the Treaty was that the payment of transit 
dues should free the goods, as goods, and ir- 
respective of ownership, from further taxation 
At the vory least this was sufficient to justify. 
the view generally held by mercantile men, 
but as Mr. Roserrsor states in hig letter, 
was always opposed by himas contrary to the 
. true meaning of the Treaty. “Why he should 
take the trouble to.come forward now to re- 
assert bis views and declare that the princi- 
ple revently recognised at Pekin isa great 
concession, it is very difficult to understand, 
Sir Rurwervorv Ancock, iti bis colcbrated 
despatch on this subject, states; “The treaty 
right, therefore, is admittedly this,. that all 
imports and exports boing bona fide consti- 
tuents of foreign trade—ag distinguished 
from a coasting or Chinese trade only in 
foreign hands—may be certificated for transit, 
and sent from one end of the Empire to the 
other exempt from all other charges, other 
than the tariff of imports‘and exports and a 
ommnuted inland or transit due of 24 per 
eBut,, and this whether the goods or produce 
may be in Chineso or foreign hands” This 
he stated, writing on April Ist, 1869, was 
then the admitted force of the Treaty utipu- 
lations, and this is clearly all that the Chinese 
Government have recently recognised, on the 
question being referred to Pekin in conse- 
quence of the action of the Shanghai Taoutai, 
and it is really difficult to'see that Mr. Ro= 
penton has done more in tho elaborate let- 
* ter which be has published than showing the 
manner in which be became misled, and 
pointing out thet at all events hoerred in 
good company, a9“ My Lords" of the Board 
of Trade took the same view of the subject 
ashe did, The mistake was a very: natural 
one to fall into, but in the. face of its having 
been admitted by the Chinese Govern- 
went themselves that'the provisions of the 
‘Treaty go to the oxtent of freeing foreign 
‘goods which have paid the tariff rates from 
. all taxes inland, it would certainly eeem that 
the question wasatanend. Mr. Wane does 
not go so far du'this in his memorandum re- 
cently reprinted in this paper; but that me- 
morandum was written before Sir RotHer- 
ForD entered upon the negotiations upon 
which the statements in his despatch of April 
1869, were based; 80 that it is would seem 
that the further discussion of the matter 
cleared up the errors before oxisting, and con- 
firmed in the main the view which had from 
the first been adopted by the merchants. The 
existence of the Nankin Treaty cannot clearly 
‘be got over merely because Lord Enarw held 
that the transit question was satisfactorily 
settled by tho Tientsin Treaty, if the Nankin 
‘Treaty still continued in force; and that this 
ia the case, is perfectly clear from the fact that! 
Chinesy Authorities themselves admitted. the 
validity of that instrument. This is the real 
point in tha whole case, and all thst: goes be- 
« tween its uffirmetion ‘or negation ie of no 
insportance. ‘It was urged on bebalf of 
the merchants that the provisions of the 
Nankin Treaty were still in force. This 
was pressed upon tho Chineso Government, 
and before April 1869, they admitted that the 
_ forea of the Natkin Treaty was to make. the 
Transit Due stipulations what they have of 
Jate been declared to be. It cannot, there- 
fore, be suid thut this is an extension of the 
Transit Pass System and “a new and valu- 
able concession.” Of course, in’ speaking of 
anything connected with such  vory anti- 
quated country ns China, the words old and 
new may differ slightly from their ordinary 
meaning. Perhaps a concession made only 
thirty years ago may ‘ba new; but at -all| 
events, unless the admission of the Chinese 
officiale themselves is wrong, this concession 
was made on'the 29th August, 1842.

Mr, Smale’s independence and reapevt, for the 
grent responsibilitiea of hia office, with the 
aopple complaisance of tho Todian Bench to 
the Indian Goverument, whioh was not only 
shameful in itself, but has led to the deplorable 
conseqitendea which we baliere, sooner or lutery id 
and: in geome way or other, always uttedd 
“tho judge who amites contrary to the Taw.”
